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Eisenhower Setup Is Worthy, If He 


Studies Biggest Issues 


From time to time during the presidential campaign, 


General Eisenhower was criticized because he had always 
operated as an executive through the military "chain-of- 
command" system. The suggestion was that this way of do- 
ing was not only worthless but might even be a dangerous 
handicap to a civilian executive. 
Under this arrangement, Eisenhower customarily relied 


heavily on his chiefs of staff in his periods of most notable 
service. In World War H, Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, now 
head of the Central Intelligence Agency, filled that spot for 
Ike. In his tenure with NATO, the general leaned on Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther. 
Eisenhower's selection of Gov. Sherman Adams of New 


Hampshire to be his chief assistant in the White House dis 
closes the general's evident intent to repeat the pattern 
Adams served virtually in the capacity of personal chief of 
staff to Ike throughout the campaign. In that role he won 
the general's supreme confidence. 
• • • 


It is fair to ask, therefore, whether the prospect of this 
organizational set-up is really so frightening as some critics 
of "a military man in the White House" hinted. 


The chances are that it is not. The president of the United 
States is the most overburdened man in the nation; if not 
the world. Though the law today provides him with a chief 
assistant, six administrative aides, armed service aides, three 


, secretaries and a special counsel, he still must decide each 


day what things he will do of the many he could do. 


Undoubtedly he has not yet shed all the routine tasks he 


should to be properly free for his crucial policy-making de- 
cisions. More of his time ought to be saved by having his 
problems sorted out so the lesser ones fall to lesser hands, 
and by having terse summarizations given him on those he 
himself must solve. 
• • • 


This, obviously, is the very field in which a chief of staff, 


civilian-style, can, perhaps operate so, usefully. A highly 
"Qualified assistant can keep the president's mind functioning 
on the big frauds/where' his personal decision is critical. In 
;most cases he can save him volumes of reading by briefing 
the chief executive effectively. 


Far from being frightening, such an arrangement ought 


to be welcomed. With one note of,caution: If the president's 
mind is to be big, 1f he is to think courageously and origi- 
nally, he cannot depend wholly on tight summaries of the 
great problems. He must find time to make himself a stu- 
dent of those problems and th'eir frame of history, govern 
ment. morality and the like. 
', 


Only thus can he bring to his decisions the full benefits 


of the detachment which is the goal of the sort of improved 
executive organization heralded by Adams' appointment. 
Only thus can the complete measure of the greatest office in 
the world be realized.

By processes of torture we 
now understand well, men of either high or low station are 
actually altered in personality until they fit the desired psy- 
chological pattern and are willing to utter the exact words 
of the Communist script.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


This Common Error Easy Figuring 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


When today's hand was played in 


a recent rubber bridge game, de- 
clarer looked like a bridge expert 
right up until he played the first 
card from dummy. After that he 
looked like a man who had just 
tossed away an unbeatable game. 


West opened the king of clubs, 


and declarer made the mistake ol 
—I probably don't have to tell 
you. You've undoubtedly "seen the 
right play and the wrong play 
(only two are possible). If you 
haven't thought about it. give it a 
moment or two now before jou 
read on. 


Declarer made the mistake of 


Maying dummy's ace of clubs at 
once. He Uien drew two rounds of 
trumps, cashed the ace ol dia- 
monds, and finessed the diamonds 
around to West's queen. West could 
see only one way to defeat the con- 
tract, and' ne tried (or it without 
hesitation. He led a low club in- 
stead of trying to cash his queen. 


This play is not as difficult as it 


looks, inasmuch as East had sig- 
nalled at the first trick by playing 
his jack of clubs. East was able 
to win this second round of clubs 
with the nine, and his spade return 
defeated Uie contract. 


South should have seen without 


any difficulty that the contract de- 
pended on keeping East out of th* 
iead. The correct play was to let 
West hold the first trick with his 
king of clubs. After that, the con- 
tract cannot be defeated. 


If West continues with another 


club, dummy wins, ard declarer 
draws trumps. The diamond finesse 
is taken towards West for reason* 
of safety, and West takes the sec- 
ond defensive trick with the queen 
of diamonds. 


Now, however, he cannot get th* 


lead to his partner, and therefor* 
cannot win two spade tricks. If 
We*t leads spades. South must win 
a trick with the king; and if West 
leads anything but spades, declarer 
can easily discard one of his losing 
spade* on dummy's extra diamond.

Neither complete complements of 
planes nor of ground forces are 
there but present strength can be 
augmented swiftly by flying men 
and planes from thevUnited States 


At the northeast corner: Virtua 


completion of a huge bomber and 
fighter base brings to three the 
number of American-operated air 
fields in Greenland. Together with 
those Greenland units of. the North- 
east Air Command are other bases 
in Labrador and New Foundland. 


But along a 1,600-mile stretch of 


wasteland and frozen sea between 
Greenland and .a point in Canada 
near Alaska there exists few if any 
fields' capable of sending lip a sub- 
stantial force of interceptors. The 
•radar eyes might see an enemy 
along the rim, but it would'remain 
up to fighter bases farther down in 
Canada and in the United States to 
provide the interception. 


Three Bases- 


A somewhat similar situation ex 


itts in Greenland. The three pres- 
ently operating U8AF bases are lo- 
cated at Narsarssuak, at the south- 
western corner; at Sondestrom 
Fjord, Just north of the Arctic Cir- 
cle, and at Thule, near Cape York, 
on the northwestern corner, about 
800 miles from the North Pole. The 
distances between bases, one of 
which must be used as an alternate 
field for another in event of bad 
weather or damage to a plane in 
flight, is great-aoo miles in some 
Instances. There are no fields now 
in regular operating use along the 
entire east coast of Greenland. 


There have been indications that 


the U. g. might be interested in 
improving the air base system in 
Greenland and elsewhere in the 


, arctic area. Routine surveys are 
being made to determine the feas- 
ibility of locations, if and when 
definite planning for base construc- 
tion is needed in the future.

At Sheridan

in the dining hall at the Sheridan 
Reformatory was squelched Sun- 
day with tear gas. 


Two inmates described by SupL, 


Clarence Farber as "troublemak- 
ers" were whisked to the LaSalle 
county jail after the disturbance. 


Farber estimated that damage to 


furniture and equipment amounted 
to JtOQ in the short demonstration 
which began as a fight between 
two Chicago youths. 


Several other boys Joined in the 


ruckus. Some, Farber said, took 
sides, but others attempted to sub- 
due the disturbance. He said the 
damage was done by "about five" 
of the youths. 


At the outset, Farber called for 


help from Sheriff Clayton C. Bar- 
beck at Ottawa, who sent four 
deputies to the Institution and call- 
ed for state police reinforcements. 
The disturbance was over before 
reinforcements arrived, however. 


Farber said he planned to place 


charges Monday against the youths 
who began the fight—Donald Ran- 
dolph, 17, serving five to 10 years 
for armed robbery, and Cornelius 
Ritchie, 18, serving one to three 
years for assault with intent to kill. 
Farber said conviction on charges 
of destroying state property would 
send the youths/o the state peni- 
tentiary. 


Farber said that about 120 of 


the 200 inmates were in the mess 
hall when the fight began at the 
end of the evening meal. Guards 
quickly herded most of the youths 
back to their cells. 


The disturbance continued about 


IB minutes during which time some 
objects were heaved through the 
windows, and chairs and tables 
were smashed.

Runs House 
By Telephone 


VAN NUYS, Calif. -H^- Mrs. 


Mary Ann Huff is rearing 
her 


children and running: her house- 
hold from an iron lung. 


She does it by telephone. 
The pretty 30-year-old polio vic- 


tim has been in the respirator for 
three years. Sl£ can move her 
head from side to side, just a lit- 
tle. Otherwise she's totally para- 
lyzed. 


JBut she's cheerful and full of 


hope, and she says her home runs 
as smoothly as it did before she 
was stricken. 


Her two sons. Hank. 8, Johnnie, 


5, look up numbers for her. A 
list of important ones is pasted on 
the back of her respirator mir- 
ror. These include fire, police 
and other emergency numbers, so 
that she can safely be left alone 
for reasonable periods of time. 


"This has given me my first 


feeling of independence in three 
years," she said today. "I order 
the groceries by phone. I order 
the children's clothing by phone. 
If they aren't right. I send them 
back. I even tell the barber how 
I want to see Johnnie's hair. . . .

Party Wins 
In Saar Vote 


SAARBRUECKEN, The? Saar tf» 


— This disputed' border state's 
French-backed go-vernment was re- 
turned, to'office today with a clear 
majority in parliamentary elec- 
tions and with only one-fourth of 
the voter* casting1 blank or invalid 
ballot* to show a desire to rejoin 
Germany. 


Complete official returns from 


Sunday's balloting gave the Christ- 
ian People's party CVP) of Prime 
Minister Johannes Hoffmann 55 per 
cent of the^ valid vote, compared 
with 41.4 per cent at the last elec- 
tion in 1947. The party probably 
will hold 29 of the 50 seats in Par- 
liament. 


The Social Democrats held on to 


second place with 33 per cent of 
the legal votes and likely will get 
17 seats. Conimunlsts, with a 9 per 
cent vote, rate four seats. Three 
per cent of the votes went to a new 
faction, the Democratic People's 
party. 


Parties favoring a return of the 


small coal-rich Saar to Germany 
were barred from the ballot. But 
141,003—24 per cent—of the 579,231 
votes cast were invalid or unmark- 
ed. This was a clear response to 
West German demands that Saar- 
landers protest against their close 
ties with France but not the mas- 
sive boycott which the Germans 
had sought. 


Ninety-three per cent of the eli- 


gible Saar voters went to the polls.
